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REMARKS 

Claims 1-10 are presently pending in this application. 
Claims 1 and 9 have been amended to correct minor informalities. 
No new matter has been added by these amendments, full support for 
the amendments being found throughout the originally- filed 
specification, claims and drawings. 

Objections to the Abstract 

The examiner has objected to the Abstract because of a 
perceived informality on page 6. By the amendments herein, 
applicant has addressed this information. Accordingly, applicant 
requests that the objection to the Abstract be withdrawn. 

Objections to the Claims 

The examiner has. objected to claims 1 and 9 because of 
perceived informalities. By the amendments herein, applicant has 
addressed these informalities. Accordingly, the objections to 
claims 1-10 should be withdrawn. 

Provisional Rejection For Obviousness -Type Double Patenting 

The examiner has provisionally rejected claims 1-10 
under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- type double 
patenting as being potentially unpatentable over the claims of co- 
pending Application Serial No. 09/833,958. Applicant has 
concurrently filed herewith. an appropriate Terminal Disclaimer,, 
which is believed to be in compliance with 37 C.F.R. 1.321(c). 
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Accordingly, applicant requests that the provisional rejection for 
obviousness -type double patenting be withdrawn.
